Dear Mr. Rocco: 

It was very cooperative of you to send me by letter on December 27, 2011 a description of certain 
parts of your collection which you feel need further study. I was pleased to review your 
observations and would like to study the matter as several friends have been urging me to 
undertake a sixth edition of my book. 

You suggested that you could send me images of the front and back of those pieces by mail. It 
is very important that these are as clear as possible. I would suggest the same size as the 
originals Photocopies would be a good starter but if you are able to scan the items that would be a 
good starter. If color is available that would be better. 

Watermarks are not easy to reproduce but on unnumbered page 60 of my book you will see a 
number of genuine and counterfeit watermarks illustrated. I did this by placing the bill on a piece of 
glass and shining light from below the glass upward This may blur the image of the bill somewhat 
but clarifies the watermark. 

I was originally surprised when I learned that watermarks would be counterfeited.

Dear Mr. Newman, 


Thank you so very much for writing back to me about several notes in my obsolete collection. 

I have attached some images of these notes, including pictures obtained with a scanner to show you the details of the 
notes and pictures obtained using a light box (with fluorescent lights, hence the green tinge) that show some of the details 
of the watermarks. As you know, the paper used for these notes is much thinner than the notes shown on page 60 of 
your text; thus, the watermarks are more difficult to see. 

The information provided in your book confirmed my suspicion that if the text of a note could be counterfeited than it was 
likely that the watermarks could also be counterfeited. Your descriptions suggest that most of the counterfeit watermarks 
are crude and easily detected. This appears to be a topic that has not generated a lot of interest from other specialists in 
this area. 

I would be delighted to speak with you by phone later this week, after you have had a chance to study the attached 
images.
